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EXPERT TO EXPLORE AFRICA 


FOR CITRUS SCALE PARASITES 


Riverside, Dec. 18. — Continuing 


hid search for parasites to combat 
insect pests, attacking 
California 


citrus crops, Harold Compere -will 
sail for Africa this month on a trip 
which has as its aim the securing 
of certain parasites of the black 
scale, it was announced here today 
by Dr. L, D. Batehelor, director of 
the University of California citrus 
experiment station here. Compere is 
in the division of entomology at the 
station. 


The bla'ck scale is an insect pest 


•which, is causing serious losses to"the 
citrus industry and it is the hope of 
entomologists here that parasites 
known to txist in Africa may be brot 
here to control the scale. Compere's 
destination is Eritrea, an Italian col- 
ony in northeast Africa, on the Bed 
Sea. 
SILVESTBI MADE DISCOVERY 


Afew years ago Dr. F. Silvestri,-a 


noted Italian entomologist and a 


former member of the citrus experi- 
ment station, explored Eritrea for 
enemies of the olive fly, Dacus oleae, 
a major pest of olives in Italy. One 
of the miscellaneous results of this 
trip was the discovery of several 
new species of black scale parasites. 
Of 68 individuals of the black scale 
which he found there, 59 were para- 
sitized. Seven Sifferent species of 
parasites were found, and none of 
these species occur in California. 


Silvestri discovered the parasites 


in the high plateau region of Tritrea, 
where the climate is temperate and 
rather dry. The wild olive is indig- 
enous to this region and it is on this 
tree that Silvestri found the speci- 
mens of black scale. Neither the na- 
tive home of this pest nor the host 
plant on which it originally develop- 
ed are definitely known. 


FIRST OBSERVED IN 
1743- 


The black scale was first observed 


in 1743, when it severely infested 


Olive trees at Nice. It is not proba- 
ble that the wild olive is the host on 
which it originally developed. It is 
important 
to discover.. tEe native 


home of intrpduced insect pests. 
These insects are often relatively 
unimportant in tie country of their 
origin due to the attack of parasites. 
It may be possible to use such para- 
sites to good effect in combating the 
insect pests. 


Eritrea is a - small mountainous 


country on the African continent 
bordering the Bed Sea. Along the 
sea coast, the heat is excessive. Mas- 
saua, tho seaport, has a mean annual 
temperature of 88 degrees Fahren- 
heit and maximums of 120 degrees 
occur in summer. The Asmara plat- 
eau, where the 'capitol is located, is 
at an elevation of 7800 feet and the 
climate is temperate. Above 8500 
"feet the climate becomes colder and 
subalpine temperatures prevail. The 
plateau regions, where climatic con- 
ditions are similar to those in Cali- 
fornia, have been selected for inves- 
tigation. The native inhabitants, are 
mostly Abyssinians with admixtures 
of other "races. Eritrea is governed 
by Italy.

STREET RAILWAY PROPERTIES 


IN HEALTHY CONDITION, SAYS 


PACIFIC ELECTRIC PRESIDENT 


Eecently in one of the leading 


newspapers of the state there ap- 
peared an article under the caption 
of '' The Street Railway Vanishing.'' 


That the writer was actuated by 


his personal belief and did not predi- 
cate his views upon facts is, to every- 
one who will investigate, established. 
So remarks D. W. Pontius, president 
of the Pacific Electric railway, when 
the matter was called to his atten- 
tion yesterday. 


Supporting his statement Mr. Pon- 


tius cited a portion of the American 
Electric Railway association report 
which was recently made, following 
a very intensive survey of the indus- 
try. 


"There have been various aban- 


donments of small city and minor 
interurban properties, but this fact 
does not warrant the assumption that 
the industry as a whole is in dan- 
ger," the statement declares. 


"Two outstanding causes of such 


an erroneous conclusion have occur- 
red recently in connection with the 
abandonments in , Nevada and Ver- 
mont. Neither state ever had any 
appreciable amount of electric rail 
service, yet when small lines passed 
in each, the incidents were hailed 
as of national significance to public 
transportation. The Reno, Nevada, 
property consisted of five cars. It 
happened to be the only line in 
Nevada, and that fact was played 
up. 
Recently a small interurban 


property was abandoned in Vermont. 
It was erroneously heralded as the 
last electric line in that state and 
likewise said to have been signifi- 
cant. It consisted-of six cars. 
'' Abandonment of such small prop- 


erties are of little consequence inso- 
far as the whole industry is concern- 


eu. The fact is that most of tho 
communities affected are so small 
that in only one-third of all those in, 
which railway service was abandon- 
ed during the last fifteen years has 
there boon sufficient need for. trans- 
portation to permit any other form 
of public transit to be operated. 


"Bearish stories regarding street 


railway abandonments have been 
based solely on miles of track involv- 
ed. Of course this is a wholly un- 
sound basis. The prosperity of the 
transportation 
industry 
can 
be 


judged only by taking several factors 
into 
consideration. They 
include 


passengers 
carried, rates of fare, 


earnings, and future prospects. On. 
this basis, the electric railway in- 
dustry, in centers of capable sup- 
porting public service, is in better 
shape than it has been at any time 
during the last fifteen years. 


"Its 
total annual traffic is 16 bil- 


lion riders, divided into 15 billion 
vail and 1 billion bus. Its average 
city fare is 8 2-5 cents. Busses have 
replaced less than four per cent of 
the rail lines of the country. Its only 
serious competitor is the private mo- 
tor car. No one seriously predicts 
this vehicle ever will carry mass 
transportation in cities. Hence, the 
future of the rail car in this service 
is assued. 


In conclusion Mr. Pontius asserts 


that the industry as a whole is show- 
ing a more healthy tone than for 
many years past. Operating econo- 
mies and improved service to its pa- 
trons has had the effect of winning 
back much business and has, and is, 
gradually acquiring new business. 
Particularly is that true in the west- 
ern section of the country, and many 
eastern lines are showing steady im.r 
provement.

the largest attendances in the history 
of the association, with the Irwin- 
dale Miscellany club serving lunch- 
eon. The stockholders voted to have 
one iarge pool for the navel season 
this year, because of the light crop, 
a procedure that is being followed 
by several of the local houses. There 
wil be two pools for valencias. 


The new board chosen is as fol- 


lows: G. W. Asehenbrenner, presi- 
dent; C. H. Coffman, I. G. Reynolds, 
Thomas E. Foster, C. W. Speer, Joe 
Drendel, and F. G. Paddock. Two 
board members who are retiring this 
year are H. A. Miller and H. M. 
Kendall. C. E. Hutchison was re- 
tained as manager. 


There were 686 tons of small sizes 


sent to the Exchange by-products 
plant. The reports showed that the 
physical property of the association 
is in excellent shape, and while the 
outlook for the year is one of light

The Pomotropic Passes— 


The Azusa Herald has absorbed the Pomotropic and 


Journal, placing the ownership of newspapers in Azusa under 
one management. The Herald, under the ownership of Mr. 
Hurley, has for more than a year been the leading newspaper 
of Azusa, a progressive weekly, well edited and printed. The 
old Pomotropic, \ pioneer newspaper of the valley, had been 
for some years a twice-a-week publication, coming out on 
Tuesday as the Journal and on Friday as the Pomotropic. 


The C. O. Broxon Publishing company, owning the Jour- 


nal and Pomotropic, did not seem to be able to make much 
of a success of the publications. Azusa had the bad fortune 
to be a city of three small newspapers, and until Mr. Hurley 
took over the Herald, not any of the three could be said to 
be effective. Mr. Hurley made, a good newspaper out of the 
Herald, and now that he has absorbed the old« publications, 
the field for newspaper work should be profitable to the pub- 
lisher and of value to the subscribers and advertisers. 


Whether the name "Pomotropic" is to be retained in any 


way, we have not learned. It is something like real regret 
that we think of this passing of this name. The old weekly 
Pomotropic, under the editing of J. W. Jeffrey, was a power 
in the valley, and its reputation spread thruout the state. 
Mr. Jeffrey, for some time the state horticultural commis- 
sioner, was an authority on citrus culture, and he possessed 
the ability to write in a graphic and convincing manner. The 
old Pomotropic was read everywhere in the citrus growing 
area in those days.

papers is a step in the right direction. All over the United 
States, and especially in southern California, the small towns, 
and even quite large cities, are insisting that the area be 
served by one newspaper.

Grade Crossing Survey— 


The heavy loss of life and injury to the public, due to 


grade crossing accidents, is increasing each year, and has 
now reached the" total of about 200 killed and 700 injured 
annually in California, constituting a grave problem from a 
safety standpoint. 


The foregoing facts were brot forth in an exhaustive re- 


port on the entire grade crossing problem in California, fol- 
lowing a comprehensive survey just completed by J. G. Hun- 
ter, transportation engineer of the railroad commission. 


This survey was conducted incident to the responsibility 


placed upon the commission to handle grade crossing matters 
under section 43 of the public utilities act, which was made 
following a nation-wide study of the subject by the National 
Association of Railroad and Utility Commissioners. 


The report gives for the first time definite information as 


to the total number of the various kinds of crossings in Cali- 
fornia,- segregated as between city, county and state highway 
crossings with the respective railroads, and also the protec- 
tion provided at the different classes of crossings. 


There are 12,311 grade crossings of main or branch lines 


in California, of which 7,819 are over steam railroads, and 
4,492 are over electric lines; 2,179 are over spur tracks; 148 
are pedestrian or alley crossings; 528 are separated grade 
crossings; making a grand total of 15,166 crossings. 


California leads the world in the use of automobiles, the 


report points out, having 2.87 motor vehicles per capita. The 
commission is giving most serious consideration to the grade 
crossing problem as one of vital importance to the public, 
because with the increased use of the automobile, the number 
of grade crossing accidents is increasing. During 1928 there 
were 165 fatalities, and 732 injured at grade crossings in 
California, as compared with 104 killed and 260 injured in 
1920. 


The engineers point out that it is a well recognized fact 


that the ideal way of effecting a crossing between a highway 
and a main line railroad is by a separation of grades, but this 
method is not practicable in all cases, due to the enormous 
expense involved. They estimate the cost of eliminating all 
grade crossings in California by this method at approximate- 
ly $750,000,000. To effect grade separations on the main and 
branch line railroad tracks alone would cost upwards of $500,- 
000,000. It is apparent, therefore, that it is necessary to pro- 
ceed with the grade crossing elimination program as rapidly 
as it can reasonably be financed, but in the meantime protect 
existing crossings, in the most effective manner.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO

UNDERGROUND WATER BASIN 


STUDY MAKES PROGRESS IN 


CONSERVATION ASSOCIATION 


By W. S. KOSECEANS, 


President Los "Angeles County Con- 


servation Association 


A comprehensive .program for de- 


veloping «*id coordinating facts re- 
garding the underground water sup- 
ply of the Los Angeles basin was 
assured with the recent adoption of 
a ground water resources project by 
.the board of directors of the Los 
AiiEreli'S County Conservation asso- 
ciation. 


This project will take the -form 


\if an investigation of ground water 
resources of San Fernando and San 
Gabriel valleys and the coastal plain 
south of the city of Los Angeles, 
•with the objective of developing 
•\vays and means of preventing fur- 
ther depletion by increased natural 
situl artificial replenishment. 


The lirst step in this investigation 


will be the collection and correla- 
tion of the existing data concerning 
the ground water resources of this 
area, nnd their depletion. 
A large 


nmount of data is available at the 
present time, the first requirement 
being its collection and coordina- 
tion. 


In this connection, it will be nec- 


essary to collect as large a number 
of logs of wells as possible and to 
obtain accurate records of the static 
levels of ground waters thruout'the 
entire 
rirea. 
Following 
historical 


study, and with best first-hand in- 
formation available, it should be pos- 
sible to draw reasonably accurate 
«'ur\es of depletion. 


It is also essential that very com 


prehensive investigation be made of 
nil possible means of refilling ground 
water storage and preventing fur- 
ther depletion. Three possible sources 
together with the methods of replen- 
ishment may be considered, namely: 
use of flood waters, the rectification 
;md use of sewage waste, waters, and 
the n?e of any temporary surplus of 
domestic water supply from outside 
sources which the city of Los Ange- 
les might have. 


It is suggested that a complete 


study be made to determine the pos- 
sibility and the commercial feasibil- 
ty of impounding, clarifying and 
sterilizing the flood waste waters. 
While this would be at best an irre- 
gular supply, yet it might offer some 
•mssibility of augmenting our very 
.united water resources. 


The rectification and use of sew- 


ige waste seems to offer the most 
feasible solution to our problem. For 
this reason the survey should cover 
the amounts of sewage of the re- 
spective communities available in 
this WHY; of the costs and methods 


rectification; of the locations 


where such sewage might be treat- 


1, and of the effect, of industrial 
astes upon such process of treat- 


ment, to determine if necessary the 
reparation of sewage from various 
listricts. It might be pointed out in 
this connection that the supply of 
sewage would probably be almost 
const ant the year round and there- 
fore a regular and dependable source 
for water. 


A special investigation should be 


made to determine if any surplus 
water could be secured temporarily 
from the water supply of the city of 
Los Angeles, either thru its present 
supply or from the immediate pur- 
chase of additional waters, which 
ivater could be temporarily used to 
replenish the ground waters.
